President Roosev elt let the eat out ol the bag when he 
intimated that he himself is officially neutral in the ov erseas 
war, but priv ately he hopes the allies will win. 
He relleeted 


the sentiment of the country . 
Howev er, that is a weak position. It the sentiment is 
backed by principle, then principles should be worth promot­ 
ing by something more than words. 
To use the mere words 
is perilous if we really mean to stay at peace 
to do more 
than speak will ev entually result in increasing l ru t ion. and 
from there on the path would not he hard to distinguish, it 


would take us into war. 
What we need to decide sooner or later is whether v ic­ 
tory for the allies is worth sending American y oung men 
to Europe’s battlefields in order ty> win. 
When war tom es 
we do not send our criminals, misfits and morons to delentl 
us. 
We select only the v ery best, and only the brightest and 
most alert are put in the dangerous positions. 
The y oung 
Capones are not entrusted with perilous missions. For the 
jobs at which men are most likely to be shot we select our 
y oung Ed ¡sons. War, by ex posing the best to death robs us 


if initiativ e, heroism and genius. 
It is worth while to stop at any high school or college 
to watch the lads go by , and then to wonder whether the 
sending of these boy s ov erseas is worth thr price of winning 


for the allies. 
True neutrality at this tune calls for the realization 
that the British and French are fighting not for democracy 
nor for the Poles. 
They fight to retain their empires. 
The British condemn the rule of force and cry out against 
conquest 
The English are 4 0-odd million people who, by 
economic conquest and the rule of force, hav e compelled a 
quarter of a billion of earth’s inhabitants to acknowledge 
British rule, and to retain the fruits of conquest and eco­ 
nomic penetration they go to war. 
True neutrality calls for the realization that as be­ 
tween the British attempt to hold their conquests, and the 
lazi determination to adv ance by conquest, there is this 
rhoice: The British are more clev er and the nazis are more 
clumsy . 
And as for us— how are wp inv olv ed ’

If it should happen that American shipping had trouble 
onlv with German submarines, the whole story <>! the World 
War will hav e been rev ersed. 
It is well to remember that 
from 19 14 -19 17 we had almost as much trouble with the 
British blockade as wit. I the IT-boats 
The first British blacklist of the present war is ex ­ 
pected at any moment. 
This is a list of German-controlled 
commercial firms in neutral countries, and shipments to 
such firms in Europe are subject to confiscation if inter- 
•epted. 
At least that was the procedure during World War 
lay s, and the confusion and grief it brought to American 
-flippers in those day s was irritating in the ex treme. 
So it may be again, adding one more facet to the prob­ 
lem of how to av oid complications with European nations 
without giv ing up all the rights which used to be conceded 
under international law’ to countries not at war.
